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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.181, filed April 21, 2006, to withdraw the 
holding of abandonment. 

The petition is granted. 

Facts: 

A Notice of Allowance was mailed December 1, 2005. The Notice required payment of the issue 
fee and publication fee.
